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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 2 of the remarks, filed 12/02/2008, 
with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 16,17,22,23,26,29-31 under 35 
(JSC 102 and 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the new 
limitations added to distinguish the claims over the art of record. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 18, line 13, the "light reducing treatment 51" should changed to 
"light reducing treatment 51 A" as reference numeral "51" refers to the 
"reflective member" (see page 18, line 12) and "51 A" refers to the "light 
reducing treatment" (see page 18, line 11). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings 
must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 
Therefore, the lighting device for a display device having both a reflective

member with a light reducing treatment in addition to a light frame which 
covers a portion of the curved portion of the light source as recited in claim 
16 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). In addition 
the elected Fig. 5 of the drawings must also show at least part of the 
curved portion of the light source located outside of the effective display 
region as recited in claim 32. In addition the elected Fig. 5 of the drawings 
must also show a light diffusing layer as recited in claim 33. No new matter 
should be entered.

If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 16,17, 23, 29, and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for a 
lighting device for display devices having either a reflective member with a 
light reducing treatment on a side opposed to the display side of the curved 
or folded portion of light source lamp as shown in Fig. 5 or at least part of 
the one of the curved portion and folded portion of the light source lamp 
covered with a lamp frame as shown in Figs. 1a and 2a, the specification 
does not reasonably provide enablement for a species of invention having 
both the reflective member with a light reducing treatment reducing the light 
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generated from a curved portion of the light source in addition to a lamp 
frame covering a curved portion of the light source as set forth in claim 16. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Claim 16 relies on two 
different embodiments to shield or reduce the light generated from the 
curved portion of the light source. Those embodiments are the reflective 
member with the light reducing treatment as shown in Fig. 5 and the 
embodiments where the lamp frame covers part of lamp as shown in Figs. 
1a and 2a. This combination of embodiments of the invention are not 
shown in the drawings, the original claims, or disclosed in the specification 
as originally filed. Clearly if the lamp frame (84) covered the curved portion 
of the lamp in Fig. 5 there would be hidden lines represented on the curved 
portion of the lamp to show that that portion of the lamp was hidden or else 
the hidden portion of the lamp would be shaded the same tone as lamp 
frame (84) as was done on the right hand side of Fig. 5. Note any change to 
the drawings or specification without a showing of support for those 
changes in the application as originally filed will constitute "new matter".
